Mom-to-be casts US vote 
en route to delivery room 


CHICAGO (AFP) - Nothing 
was going to stop first-time 
voter Galicia Malone from 
casting her ballot in yesterday’s 
US elections — not even the 
imminent birth of her first 
child. The 21-year-old from 
Dolton, Illinois, a suburb of 
President Barack Obama’s 
adopted hometown Chicago, 
had been in labor since the 
middle of the night, with con¬ 
tractions five minutes apart. 

But she insisted en route to 
hospital on stopping at her 
local polling station — the aptly 
named New Life Celebration 
Church — to cast her ballot, 
Cook County clerk David Orr 


said in a news release.. 

"I never voted before so this 
made a major difference in my 
life,” Malone said. ’’And I wan¬ 
ted this to be a stepping-stone 
for my daughter. I was just try¬ 
ing to read the ballot paper and 
breathe, read and breathe,” she 
added. ’’That's what I kept 
telling myself: ‘Read and 
breathe, read and breathe'.” 

Orr, whose office is in 
charge of setting up local 
polling stations, said: ”My hat 
goes off to Galicia for not let¬ 
ting anything get in the way of 
voting. What a terrific example 
she is showing for the next 
generation.” 



Results of the Dutch ME R 
commission study is in 


ORANJESTAD - Last Fri¬ 
day the Aruba Parliament re¬ 
ceived the long awaited 
results of the Dutch MER 
Commission on the Urirama 
Wind park project. After 
much talk and no specific sci¬ 
entific evidence presented to 
the public, at least this news 
media has not received any 
such scientific results; the ‘re¬ 
sults’ concluded that any ef¬ 
fect that the windmills may 
have on residents in the vicin¬ 
ity of the windmills will be 
speculative or at best psycho¬ 
logically induced and not 
from the actual noise or pres¬ 
ence of the wind mills. 

According to Donny Ras- 
mijn, of the Central Parlia¬ 
ment Commission, “now that 
the result of the study is in, a 
public Parliament meeting 
must be called as soon as pos¬ 
sible. We could never have 
accepted a project that was sci¬ 
entifically proven to be bad for 
citizens’ health.” 

They have concluded that it 
has been scientifically proven 



that the project is not bad for 
people’s health. According to 
them, they have indicated that 
the report attests that people 
could be affected by factors 
other than the noises of the 


windmills. They cite eco¬ 
nomic factors, participation 
by residents in the decision 
and when inhabitants can see 
the turbines. These they 
claim are unpleasant things 
because it depends on each 
person if they want to accept 
something or not. Their argu¬ 
ment is that residents must 
simply decide to accept the 
fact of these turbines staring 
them in the face and accept 
the noises they make....and 
then they will not be affected 
by them. 

They cited a research 
study conducted in Massa¬ 
chusetts by several profes¬ 
sionals, such as a doctor in 
Sleep Medicine, Ph.D. in en¬ 
vironment and health, Ph.D. 
in Neuroscience. That study 
they claim proved that wind 
turbines do not cause damage 
to people’s health. 

“The Urirama Proyect” has 
been scrutinized more than any 
other project on Aruba, Ras- 
mijn concluded. 


Obama worries about Sandy victims 
getting hit anew 


WA SHIN GT ON (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama said 
yesterday he was worried that 
people left homeless or other¬ 
wise hit by superstorm Sandy 
might be slammed again by se¬ 
vere weather later this week. 

As the country voted in the 
presidential election, the White 
House said Obama convened a 
conference call with his senior 
disaster relief official and the 
Homeland Security chief to 
discuss the aftermath of 
Sandy's onslaught. 

Obama also stressed earlier 
instructions that the federal 
government do everything it 
can to help state and local au¬ 
thorities provide emergency 
housing, and address fuel shor¬ 
tages and continuing power 
outages. 

The national weather serv¬ 
ice forecasted heavy rain and 


likely snow today and tomor¬ 
row, accompanied by gale 
force winds gusting as high as 
43 mph (69 kmh). 

New York Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg said that parks and 
beaches would close. The 


worst-hit patches of waterfront 
neighborhoods, including 
Rockaways in the Queens bor¬ 
ough, and in Staten Island, 
were being asked to evacuate 
again.

ORANJESTAD - The final 
presentation by Jose Maria 
Figueres, President of the Car¬ 
bon War Room, at the Green 
Aruba 2012 Renewable En¬ 
ergy Conference in October 
ended with a public and per¬ 
sonal affirmation by its 
founder, Richard Branson, of 
their commitment to Aruba. 
Their understanding with the 
Aruban government to assist 
the island in achieving 100% 
oil independence by 2020 is a 
landmark partnership not only 
for Aruba, but could have 
worldwide implications and 
applications. 

It has attracted the keen at¬ 
tention of another extremely 
influential and active group, 
the Global Campaign for Cli¬ 
mate Action (http://gc-ca.org/ 
gcca-home-english). This is 
according to the local based in- 
temationalsustainable develop¬ 
ment and human rights 
organization, Rainbow War¬ 
riors Core Foundation Aruba, 
founded by activist Milton 
Ponson in 2002. To his know¬ 
ledge, Rainbow Warriors Core 
Foundation is the only Carib¬ 
bean based organization to be 


member of the GCCA. 

The GCCA was bom from 
conversations between inter¬ 
nationally-respected cam¬ 
paigners and advocates repre¬ 
senting environmental and 
development NGOs and so¬ 
cial justice groups.

This is equal to mil¬ 
lions of dollars worth of expo¬ 
sure at no cost, for the coming 
eight years; exposure at very 
specific and targeted niches. 
The name of Aruba will be¬ 
come part of presentations at 
various conferences and sym¬ 
posiums that are dedicated to 
nations, civil societies, busi¬ 
ness and industry, which are 
contemplating the same plan 
of action.” 

“The people who are al¬ 
ready of the mind set that we 
need to change the world will 
come to Aruba, observe our ac¬ 
tions, and go home and tell 
their friends to come to Aruba 
and see what we are doing.

This is addressing a group 
that is proven to be of a higher 
income bracket, just the sort 
of clientele the island wishes 
to attract,” he points out. 

“By embarking on this 
journey, Aruba will also at¬ 
tract investors interested in 
setting up new sectors of in¬ 
dustry, as envisioned in the 
concept of the green econ¬ 
omy of the United Nations. 
This also includes waste re¬ 
cycling and who knows? 
Once this focus on change re¬ 
ally takes hold, it will spark 
that entrepreneurial spirit 
leading to what we need.” 

“All it takes is a few peo¬ 
ple to come up with a novel 
idea for taking advantage of 
these new services. Aruba 
can be a showcase for all 
these new technologies. This 
automatically becomes very 
attractive to international in¬ 
dustry to use Aruba as a hub 
for products and services in 
renewable energy products. 
Any salesman needs a show¬ 
room, and Aruba could be 
this showroom. This will 
stimulate travel to the island. 
This was envisioned by 
Prime Minister Mike Eman's 
government as they stated in 
their “Green Gateway:” doc¬ 



ument. I have to commend 
the government on this vi¬ 
sionary plan.” 

“The change process in 
Aruba has reached “critical 
mass.” What I mean by this, 
is we have built sufficient 
momentum to draw all the 
necessary participants, which 
would be all the people of 
Aruba, to execute “the 
roadmap.” Key groups of 
stakeholders that are neces¬ 
sary to insure success are the 
local business and industry, 
scientific and technological 
industries, and all our profes¬ 
sionals. They may be still stu¬ 


dying, graduated but not in 
Aruba, or graduated and on 
island. We need them to get 
onboard, and that is the gov¬ 
ern- ment's responsibility - 
to engage the locals.” This 
point was also brought 
across during the Green 
Aruba Energy Conference 
2012 by both Jose Maria 
Figures and Dr. Wubbo 
Ockels of TU Delft. 

“I am composing an op¬ 
erational manual based on 
UN guidelines that would be 
a prototype roadmap com¬ 
posed of these elements,” 
continued Ponson. “We are 
fortunate to have a facilita¬ 
tor like Branson who can ac¬ 
tually help us create an 
operations manual, which 
will be tweaked to our partic¬ 
ular needs.” 

“An accurate analogy is 
the successful creation of a 
new model of car; the process 
from initial concept, to cre¬ 
ation and then testing of a 
prototype, starting the engine 
and driving towards a desti¬ 
nation. During the process, 
we refine, redesign, tweak 
and make sure the car never 
stops. It should be used at a 
national level, guided by a 
team of experts. From what I 


can see, those among the 
Aruban population who have 
the education, professional 
background and skill sets, 
who believe they can be a 
part of the process, are gro¬ 
wing in number. It is now up 
to the government of Aruba 
to engage these stakeholders 
in line with what is necessary 
to execute the roadmap. I be¬ 
lieve this government has the 
means at their disposal to do 
this and they should actively 
seek out the local scientific 
and technological commu¬ 
nity, to help them write this 
operational manual.” 

“This is not a temporary 
state, but permanent. For 
Aruba to successfully transi¬ 
tion to a 100 % fossil fuel 
free economy by 2020, as en¬ 
visioned in the accord be¬ 
tween Aruba and the Carbon 


War Room, it will have to 
transcend political ideology. 
It should be focused on hav¬ 
ing all the relevant stakehold¬ 
ers committed to this goal.” 
Ponson likened the situation 
to the emotions and mechan¬ 
ics behind “the big game.” 

“We are about to play an 
important game, with the go¬ 
vernment of Aruba as the 
coach. We are in the dressing 
room and the coach is delive¬ 
ring the pep talk. In order for 
the team to win, each and 
every player will have to do 
his or her part; no player can 
be left out. When we go out 
there into the arena, with the 
lights shining on the entire 
team, it is the team that wins 
or loses, not the individual 
players.”

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In sunshine and storm’s wake, Americans line up to vote 


FALLS CHURCH, Virginia, 
(AFP) - From storm-ravaged 
New Jersey to a sun-kissed Cal¬ 
ifornia, millions of Americans 
lined up yesterday to vote in the 
dramatic climax of a hard- 
fought race between Barack 
Obama and Mitt Romney. 

Many were patient. 

Some were jittery. 

Still others — espe¬ 
cially those en¬ 
during power 
outages and the 
mountains of 
debris left by 
superstorm 
Sandy last 
week — were 
understandably a 
bit cranky. 

For many, a pal¬ 
pable sense of excite¬ 
ment hung over what they 
saw as a crossroads for deeply 
divided and economically 
struggling America, with citi¬ 
zens choosing between two 
men with very different visions. 

"It’s very exciting, I love the 
turnout," said Cal Aide of Falls 
Church, Virginia, outside Wash¬ 
ington, who sported a festive 
star-spangled top hat and a 
"Keep Obama and carry on" T- 
shirt after casting his vote. 

"But we're biased," added 
his colleague Will Famam, 


wearing a pro-Obama badge 
while breakfasting on a bagel at 
Starbucks. "There are a lot of 
Romney people out there... It's 
going to be tight." 

"We're excited on both 
sides," said Caitrin McCarron, 
a Republican supporter in 
nearby Arlington, Vir¬ 
ginia. 

"Virginia is ob¬ 
viously a battle¬ 
ground state," 
she told AFP, 
using the 
American po¬ 
litical lingo 
for a hotly- 
contested state 
where the result 
could swing the 
final national out¬ 
come. "Everyone is 
coming out and excited 
and hopefully, by the end of the 
night, we'll know who is going 
to be our next president." 

In New Jersey, reeling from 
superstorm Sandy which left 
thousands suddenly homeless 
last week, voters waited in line 
impatiently amid rubble and 
rotting rubbish. 

In Hoboken, across the Hud¬ 
son River from New York City, 
one makeshift polling station 
was 40 minutes late in opening, 
drawing complaints from the 60 
or so people in 
line. 

"Please ex¬ 
cuse the appear¬ 
ance of this 
place," a poll 
worker told the 
crowd. "Two 
days ago, it was 
under two feet 
(60 centimeters) 
of water." 

By mid-day, 
the waiting time 
at one polling 
station in Fairfax 
County outside 
Washington was 
three hours, an 
AFP reporter 
said.

state of Ohio were wrestling 
with unusually long ballot pa¬ 
pers due to the fact that they 
were voting not only for the 
next US president, but also for 
changes to the state constitu¬ 
tion. 

In Chicago, on the other 
hand, few voters were seen 
when polls opened at dawn — 
possibly a reflection of how 
many, like president Obama 
himself, took advantage of 
early voting opportunities. 

By some estimates, more 
than a third of Americans voted 
early — something the Obama

campaign actively encouraged. 

In another battleground 
state, Florida, which decided 
the 2000 election for 
George W. Bush, 
long lines formed 
early at polling 
stations as 
weather fore- 
casters 
warned of 
thunder¬ 
storms later 
in the day. 

First-time 
voter Mary Ann

In southern California, a 
mariachi band walked the 
streets of Van Nuys early in the 
day, stirring up the Latino vote 
for Obama with popular tunes 
like "La Bikina." 

Behind them was a banner 
that read: "For our American 
Dream". 

In Oakland, across the bay 
from unabashedly liberal San 
Francisco, Tommy Jones, 56, 
waited 10 minutes to 
vote at a Baptist 
church, only to 
find the line 
twice as 
long when 
he exited. 

"As a 
black man 
it is as im¬ 
portant to 
vote this 
time as any 
time," he said, 
as a woman 
stepped out of the 


church, pumped her fist and 
softly chanted: "Obama."

Surge in deaths of migrants 
bound for Spain from 
Morocco 


RABAT (AFP) - More than 
90 illegal sub-Saharan mi¬ 
grants have died attempting 
to reach Spain from Morocco 
in the past two weeks, a Mo¬ 
roccan security source and 
members of the African im¬ 
migrant community said yes¬ 
terday. 

’’According to the testi¬ 
monies of six survivors who 
managed to reach Spain, 54 
people on the same boat 
drowned last week,” said 
Pierre Delagrange, president 
of the sub-Saharan immigrant 
community in Morocco. 

Another 19 sub-Saharans 
were confirmed to have died 
off the coast of Tangier, Mo¬ 
rocco’s northern port city, just 
14 kilometers (eight miles) 
from Spain, in the past fort¬ 
night, he added. 

’’Yesterday (Monday) 
three bodies were recovered 
from a beach near Tangier, 
bringing the number of dead 
there to 19, including women 
and children,” Duladrang 
said, adding that two more 
who attempted the sea cross¬ 
ing were still missing. 

A Senegalese in Tangier 
contacted by AFP, who iden¬ 
tified himself only as Osman, 
gave the same toll of 54 from 
last week’s boat tragedy and 
19 dead off Tangier. 

A Moroccan security 
source said the body of a sub- 


Saharan migrant was found 
on the coast at Nador on 
Monday, near Spain’s north 
African enclave of Melilla, 
after the body of a man and 
his young son were found in 
the same area last week. 

The casualty figure of 76 
raise the number of African 
migrants confirmed to have 
drowned in the waters be¬ 
tween Morocco and Spain in 
the past two weeks to 92. 

On October 26, the Mus¬ 
lim festival of Eid al-Adha, 
two Africans died and life¬ 
guards rescued about 50 try¬ 
ing to reach Spain by boat 
from Morocco, a day after 14 
others were pulled dead from 
the water, according to Span¬ 
ish emergency services. 

They are the most recent 
victims in a steady wave of 
migrants attempting to reach 
Spanish soil from Morocco, 
many of them in makeshift 
rafts, that has swelled in re¬ 
cent weeks. 

The Moroccan authorities 
have saved around 6,500 ille¬ 
gal migrants from death at 
sea in the past five years, ac¬ 
cording to the official MAP 
news agency. 

Another 23,000 sub-Saha- 
rans planning to attempt the 
dangerous crossing have re¬ 
portedly been arrested in Mo¬ 
rocco over the same period.

Tutu hits out at child marriage 


JOHANNESBURG (AFP) - 
Coercing girls under 18 into 
marriage is as repugnant as 
apartheid and should be battled 
with the same vigour, Nobel 
Peace Prize laureate and anti¬ 
apartheid icon Archbishop 
Desmond Tutu said yesterday. 

’’This is an issue I liken to 
apartheid in South Africa, that I 
would want to bring to it the 
same passion, the same com¬ 
mitment that I had in our strug¬ 
gle against apartheid,” he told 
AFP. 

’’Apartheid sought to quite 
deliberately hamstring a whole 
community, and this practice 
does the same thing. It is in fact 
hamstringing whole communi¬ 
ties, preventing them from de¬ 
veloping as they could have 
developed if girl children were 
given the opportunity of staying 
longer in school.” 

An estimated 10 million 
children are married off each 
year worldwide. Niger, in west 
Africa, has the highest preva¬ 
lence with three-quarters of 
girls forced into marriage be¬ 
fore 18 years of age, according 
to statistics by global health 
agencies. 

Tutu said that if the

When President Mugabe 
had Sally, his first wife, the 
Ghanaian... he was one of the 
best presidents in the world. 

"Then Sally died, if you just 
look at when... the change hap¬ 
pened and then he married a 
girl young enough to be his 
grand-daughter.” 

Sidiku Moussa, head of a 
coalition of children's rights 
NGOs in Niger said religion fu¬ 
elled early marriages. Many of 
the faithful interpret the Koran 
literally to justify their taking a 
child bride, arguing that the 
Prophet Mohamed took a nine- 
year-old wife. 

"The problem we have in 
Niger republic, 99 percent of 
the population are Muslims, 
that is the reason why we have 
early marriages, even forced 
marriages, and that is why we 
have this rate,” Moussa said. 

A soon-to-be published re¬ 
port by World Vision-UK 
showed that early marriages are 
perceived as a refuge from 
hunger, malnutrition, and even 
from rape and sexual assault 
during conflicts.

Alzheimer's may be detectable 
earlier than thought 



PARIS (AFP) - Researchers 
said they had seen the earliest- 
ever warning signs of 
Alzheimer's Disease — among a 
high-risk group of 20-some- 
things — in the ongoing quest for 
early detection and prevention. 

A major problem in the 
search for a cure for this debil¬ 
itating form of dementia is that 
symptoms appear years after 
irreversible brain decay has al¬ 
ready set in. 

For the study, a team of sci¬ 
entists from the United States 
and Colombia tested 18- to 26- 
year-old members of an ex¬ 
tended Colombian family that 
share a common ancestor and 
a genetic predisposition to de¬ 
velop an inherited form of 
Alzheimer's. 

One in three members of the 
clan carry a gene mutation that 
will lead to a rare form of the 
disease which hits people in 
their 40s, unlike the common 
variant which presents much 
later. 

A brain scan comparison 
found that individuals who 


carry the errant gene have less 
grey matter in certain areas of 
the brain than those who don't, 
scientists wrote in The Lancet 
medical journal. 

They also found that those 
with the mutation had higher 
levels in their cerebrospinal 
fluid of a protein called amy¬ 
loid beta, implicated in the 
plaque build-ups found on the 
brains of Alzheimer's sufferers. 

The findings "suggest that 
neurodegenerative changes 
occur more than 20 years be¬ 
fore symptom onset and some¬ 
what earlier than was 
suggested by findings from 
previous MRI studies," Nick 
Fox of the University College 
London's Dementia Research 
Centre said in a comment on 
the study. 

Alzheimer's disease causes 
two-thirds of dementia cases - 

- attacking one in 200 people - 

- the rate is increasing as the 
world's population ages. 

Trial participants, 20 with 
the fateful gene mutation and 
24 without, were not told 


whether they had it or not. All 
had normal cognitive abilities 
at the time of the study. 

But the outcome also raises 
questions about scientists' un¬ 
derstanding of how 
Alzheimer's progresses. 

"These findings... raise new 
questions about the earliest 
brain changes involved in the 
predisposition to Alzheimer's 
and the extent to which they 
could be targeted by future 
prevention therapies," research 
leader Eric Reiman from the 
Banner Alzheimer's Institute in 
Arizona said. 

Scientists still do not know 
quite what to make of the 
plaques and tangles that German 
doctor Alois Alzheimer first 
spotted in the brain of a demen¬ 
tia patient who died in 1906. 

They disagree on the respec¬ 
tive roles of beta amyloid 
plaque build-ups and of a pro¬ 
tein called tau which forms 
tangles inside the brain cells. 

Most test therapies have tar¬ 
geted beta amyloids, but some 
now suggest it is actually tau 
killing the brain cells. 

According to Fox, the new 
study questioned existing 
models of Alzheimer's Disease 
"on several fronts". 

Alzheimer's Disease Inter¬ 
national (ADI) projects the 
number of people with demen¬ 
tia will rise from 35.6 million 
in 2010 to 65.7 million by 
2030 and 115.4 million by 
2050. 


US meningitis death toll rises to 30 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
death toll from a meningitis 
outbreak linked to tainted 
drugs rose to 30 as the number 
of cases climbed to a whop¬ 
ping 419, US health officials 
said. 

Some 14,000 people in 23 
states are at risk after having 
received potentially tainted 
doses of the steroid from the 
New England Compounding 
Center. 

The steroid is typically in¬ 
jected into the spine to treat 
back pain but can also be used 
to treat joints and 10 of the 


cases reported by the Centers 
for Disease Control and Pre¬ 
vention were joint infections. 

Authorities are investigat¬ 
ing the NECC, saying its now 
defunct facility outside Boston 
made medications in unsani¬ 
tary conditions with bacteria 
and mold so prevalent it could 
be seen with the naked eye. 

Officials have said that due 
to the disease's long incuba¬ 
tion period, it could be weeks 
before authorities have a final 
tally of the infections from the 
unprecedented outbreak. 


NECC recalled all of its 
products on October 6 but the 
slow-moving infection can 
take 42 days, or even longer, 
to manifest symptoms. 

Michigan has reported the 
highest number of cases — 119 
and seven deaths — followed 
by the southern state of Ten¬ 
nessee, which has 78 cases and 
the highest number of fatalities 
at 13. 

Other badly hit states in¬ 
clude Florida, Indiana, Mary¬ 
land, New Jersey and Virginia. 

The outbreak has led to 
calls for tighter regulation of 
the loosely controlled pharma¬ 
ceutical compounding indus¬ 
try. Federal investigators have 
launched a criminal probe into 
the case. 

Critics say drug manufac¬ 
turers have found a way to 
sidestep costly and strict over¬ 
sight by classifying them¬ 
selves as pharmacies, which 
are given freer rein to mix 
drug compounds for patients.

Google says open to 
mediation in France media 
revenue row 



PARIS (AFP) - Google said 
yesterday it was open to the 
idea of appointing a mediator 
to help end its bitter row with 
French news media sites that 
want to make the US Internet 
giant pay to display links to 
their content. 

The battle has reached the 
highest levels of state here, 
with President Francois Hol- 
lande last month warning that 
his government would if neces¬ 
sary introduce a bill to force In¬ 
ternet search engines to pay for 
media content. 

Alexandra Laferriere, an ex¬ 
ecutive in the firm’s French 
branch, said at a conference 
that the government had pro¬ 
posed nominating a mediator 
and that Google was "open to 
anybody who can help dia¬ 
logue between us and editors". 

Hollande’s remarks in Octo¬ 
ber came following a meeting 
with Google executive chair¬ 
man Eric Schmidt. 


The firm has 
said it would ex¬ 
clude French media 
sites from its search 
results if France 
were to adopt the 
bill requiring search 
engines to pay to 
link to news web¬ 
sites. 

Italian and Ger¬ 
man firms have 
also joined the demand for 
Google to share some of the 
advertising revenue from user 
searches for news on websites. 

Google, which receives four 
billion hits worldwide every 
month, has said such a law 
would "threaten (Google's) 
very existence". 

Laferriere said the US giant 
had "invested massively in 
France. 

"One hundred and fifty mil¬ 
lion euros have already been 
invested. There has also been a 
contribution to the French 
ecosystem through support for 
small businesses and start-ups," 
she said. 

Google is also locked in a 
billion-dollar tax dispute with 
France but its chief Schmidt 
said he was hopeful of a settle¬ 
ment "by the end of the year." 

A Paris appeals court has re¬ 
jected a request by Google to 
invalidate the search and 
seizure of documents by 
French tax authorities. 


US judge tosses Apple 
suit against Motorola 


SAN FRANCISCO (AFP)-A 
federal judge yesterday tossed 
out an Apple lawsuit accusing 
Google-owned Motorola Mo¬ 
bility of trying to charge the 
iPhone maker too much for li¬ 
censes to essential technology 
for mobile devices. 

US District Court Judge Bar¬ 
bara Crabb dismissed the case 
after a week of pre-trial legal 
wrangling that evidently con¬ 
vinced her that the matter was 
headed for prolonged litigation 
instead of earnest resolution. 

Apple filed suit against Mo¬ 
torola Mobility early last year 
after Motorola claimed it was 
due 2.25 percent royalty on 
sales of devices powered by 
iOS software, using patented 
Wi-Fi and video technology. 

Apple argued that the price 
was too high because the tech¬ 
nology was in a category con¬ 
sidered industry-essential and 
therefore had to be licensed 
under terms that are "fair, rea¬ 
sonable, and nondiscrimina- 


tory" (FRAND). 

Crabb sided with Apple re¬ 
garding the FRAND status of 
the Motorola technology but 
dismissed the case on Monday, 
when the trial was to begin, 
after Apple placed conditions 
on whether it would accept li¬ 
cense terms set by the judge. 

"The case cannot proceed to 
trial on the remaining issue; 
case dismissed," Crabb wrote 
in her ruling. 

Apple can appeal the judge's 
decision. 

Motorola Mobility said in a 
statement, ""We're pleased that 
the court has dismissed Apple's 
lawsuit with prejudice. Mo¬ 
torola has long offered licens¬ 
ing to our extensive 
standards-essential patent port¬ 
folio at a reasonable and non- 
discriminatory rate in line with 
industry standards. We remain 
interested in reaching an agree¬ 
ment with Apple." 

Apple did not respond to an 
AFP request for comment.

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Freddie Mac posts Q3 profit, seeks no 
Treasury aid 


WASHINGTON, Nov 6, 2012 
(AFP) - US mortgage finance 
giant Freddie Mac reported 
yesterday $2.9 billion profit 
for the third quarter and said it 
did not need to ask the Trea¬ 
sury Department for additional 
aid. 

The government-controlled 
company, bailed out during the 
2008 financial crisis, said it 
had swung into profit com¬ 
pared with a $4.4 billion loss a 
year ago, citing improvement 
in the ailing housing market. 

The third-quarter net in¬ 
come was just below the $3.0 
profit in the second quarter, in¬ 
dicating the lender's recovery 
was gaining traction after a 
long slog through heavy 
losses. 

In August the Treasury an¬ 
nounced an accelerated plan to 
wind down Freddie Mac and 
sister institution Fannie Mae, 
ending a requirement that they 
pay an annual 10 percent divi¬ 
dend to the Treasury on its pre¬ 
ferred stock out of any 
quarterly profit. 


At times of losses, the prior 
rescue plan had meant the 
companies were locked in a vi¬ 
cious circle of borrowing from 
the Treasury to pay the divi¬ 
dend.

Japan's Suzuki shutters 
US car business 



TOKYO (AFP) - Japan's Suzuki said yesterday it would 
shut down its money-losing car business in the United 
States and file for bankruptcy, citing a strong yen and 
weak demand for its small cars in the US market But 
American Suzuki Motor Corp. (ASMC), which said it has 
debts of $346 million, added that it would continue sell¬ 
ing motorcycles, all-terrain vehicles and marine prod¬ 
ucts -- such as outboard motors -- in the country. Suzuki 
sold about 26,000 vehicles in the US in 2011, a fraction 
of rival Japanese automakers such as Toyota, Nissan 
and Honda. ASMC "recognised it will be unable to main¬ 
tain profitability with respect to its automobile marketing 
business", the firm said in a statement. 


ventory of delinquent loans had 
fallen to its lowest level in two 
years and higher-quality new 
inventory now accounted for 
60 percent of the company's 
portfolio.

France embraces shock 
therapy for ailing economy 


PARIS (AFP) - France un¬ 
veiled yesterday tax breaks for 
businesses worth up to 20 bil¬ 
lion euros a year in a bid to ad¬ 
dress the flagging competi¬ 
tiveness at the heart of the 
country's economic malaise. 

"France needs a new model 
that will put it back at the cen¬ 
ter of the world economy," 
Prime Minister Jean-Marc 
Ayrault said, adding the go¬ 
vernment had decided to im¬ 
plement virtually all of the 
measures recommended in a 
report drawn up at its request 
by industrialist Louis Gallois. 

Designed to offset the high 
payroll taxes that have dulled 
the competitive edge of French 
companies both in the world 
and the eurozone, the tax cre¬ 
dits will be financed by a com¬ 
bination of cuts in public 
spending and increases in sales 
taxes (VAT).

The tax breaks will take the 
form of credits applied to com¬ 
pany earnings from next year 
and will have an impact on 
public finances from 2014. 

They will be phased in pro¬ 
gressively with the cost of 
them reaching 20 billion euros 
per year by 2016. 

To finance the tax credits, 
France's standard rate of VAT 
will rise from 19.6 to 20 per¬ 
cent from January 1, 2014. 

An intermediate rate of 7.0 
percent, which notably applies 
to meals in restaurants, will 
rise to 10.0 percent at the same 
time. 

The minimum rate, which 
applies to food bought from 
shops and domestic energy 
supplies, will be cut from 5.5 
to 5.0 percent in order, Ayrault 
said, to ensure that the poorest 
families were not penalised by 
the rise in taxes. 

The government also an¬ 
nounced plans to cut 10 billion 
euros from public spending in 
2014-15 and said it would in¬ 
troduce new green taxes from 
2016 which will boost the pub¬ 
lic coffers by three billion 
euros per year.

JERUSALEM (AFP) - Israel 
published tenders for 1,213 
new homes in settlement 
neighbourhoods of east 
Jerusalem, drawing fire from 
Palestinians who said it made 
them more determined to 
seek greater UN status. 

Israeli watchdog group 
Peace Now, citing documents 
published by the Israeli hous¬ 
ing ministry, said tenders 
were offered for 607 units in 
Pisgat Zeev and 606 units in 
Ramot, both in east 
Jerusalem. 

It added that 72 units were 
re-offered in the West Bank 
settlement of Ariel. 

Peace Now, which opposes 
Israeli settlement in the West 
Bank and east Jerusalem, 
slammed the new tenders, 
noting that they come after 
Palestinian president Mah¬ 
mud Abbas reiterated his 
commitment to peace negoti¬ 
ations in an interview with Is¬ 
raeli television. 

Israeli settlement construc¬ 
tion in the West Bank and east 
Jerusalem is one of the most 
contentious issues in stalled 
Israeli-Palestinian peace 
talks. 

Direct negotiations between 
the two sides have been on hold 
since late September 2010, 
when they ground to a halt over 
settlement construction. 

The international commu¬ 
nity considers Israeli settle¬ 
ment construction to be a 
violation of international law, 
but the number of settlers in 
the West Bank has grown to 
around 340,000, with another 
200,000 living in east 
Jerusalem. 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - About 2.7 million viewers watched 
Sunday's television premiere of the first movie about the 
US commando raid that killed Osama bin Laden, the Na¬ 
tional Geographic Channel said Monday. "SEAL Team 
Six: The Raid on Osama bin Laden" caused a stir when 
it was announced in October that it would screen on the 
American cable channel just two days before the US 
presidential election.

Redskins linebacker Perry 
Riley said he pulled up after 
hearing the whistle, which is 
clearly audible during the play. 

The touchdown stood be¬ 
cause inadvertent whistles 
aren't reviewable by replay. 

Riley said he was told im¬ 
mediately after the play that 
there was no whistle, and he 
was relieved to hear officials 
admit after the game it had oc¬ 
curred.

Brees 
tosses two 
TD passes 
as Saints 
down Eagles 

NEWORLEANS, Louisiana 
(AFP) - Drew Brees threw two 
touchdown passes Monday to 
lead New Orleans over the 
Philadelphia Eagles 28-13, 
giving the Saints their third 
National Football League tri¬ 
umph in four games. 

Brees stretched his NFL- 
record streak of consecutive 
games with a touchdown pass 
to 51 as the Saints improved to 
3-5 while the Eagles fell to 3-5. 

With the Eagles in the 
shadow of the end zone, Saints 
defender Patrick Robinson 
picked off a pass by Philadel¬ 
phia's Michael Vick and re¬ 
turned the ball 99 yards for a 
touchdown as the Saints took a 
7-0 lead after the first quarter. 

Alex Henery kicked a 22- 
yard field goal early in the sec¬ 
ond quarter to put the Eagles 
on the scoreboard but the 
Saints answered on a 22-yard 
touchdown run by Chris Ivory 
to seize a 14-3 lead. 

Brees flipped a 1-yard 
touchdown pass to Marques 
Colston with 73 seconds to 
play in the second quarter, giv¬ 
ing the Saints a 21-3 half-time 
edge. 

Vick connected with De- 
Sean Jackson on a 77-yard 
touchdown pass early in the 
third quarter and Henery 
added a 3 7-yard field goal to 
pull the Eagles within 21-13. 

But the Saints answered 
when Brees tossed a 6-yard 
touchdown pass to Jimmy 
Graham late in the third quar¬ 
ter to create the final margin.

HOUSTON (AFP) - ’’Filipino 
Flash” Nonito Donaire will de¬ 
fend his super bantamweight 
crown against Mexico’s Jorge 
Arce next month and Thai¬ 
land’s Poonsawat Krating- 
daenggym reportedly will 
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fight for a rival title. 

Donaire, who is 10 days shy 
of his 30th birthday, will make 
his third defense of the World 
Boxing Organization belt he 
won earlier this year on De¬ 
cember 15 at Houston in the 
home arena of the NBA’s 
Houston Rockets. 

And Poonsawat will chal¬ 
lenge 32-year-old unbeaten 
Cuban southpaw Guillermo 
Rigondeaux for the World 
Boxing Association version of 
the same weight division 
crown in a deal signed Tues¬ 
day, promoters told ESPN. 

Donaire, 30-1 with 19 
knockouts, beat South African 
Jeffrey Mathebula last July 
and Japan's Toshiaki Nishioka 
last month after taking the title 
with a split decision last Feb¬ 
ruary over Puerto Rico's Wil- 
firedo Vazquez. 

Arce, 33, is 61-6 with two 
drawn and 46 knockouts. He 
has nine wins and a draw since 
last being beaten by South 
African Simphiwe Nongqayi 
in 2009 — a defeat Arce 
avenged last year. 

Two-time Olympic cham¬ 
pion Rigondeaux, 11-0 with 
eight knockouts, will also 
make his third defense of a 
crown won this year. 

Rigondeaux, who has been 
pushing for a unification bout 
with Donaire, beat Americans 
Teon Kennedy and Robert 



Marroquin in prior title de¬ 
fenses this year. 

Poonsawat, who held the 
WBA crown for most of 2010, 
is 48-2 with 33 knockouts. He 


has won seven fights in 
a row since losing the 
WBA crown in October 
of 2010 to Japan's Ryol 
Li Lee by unanimous de¬ 
cision.

MIAMI (AFP) - LeBron 
James scored 23 points and 
Dwyane Wade added 22 to 
spark the reigning NBA cham¬ 
pion Miami Heat over Phoenix 
124-99 on Monday, stretching 
their win streak to three 
games. 

Chris Bosh added 18 points 
— all in the first half — for the 
Heat, who lost their opener to 
the New York Knicks but im¬ 
proved to 3-1 on the season. 

James also pulled down 11 
rebounds, while Ray Allen 
came off the bench to produce 
15 points, six rebounds and six 
assists. 

The Suns, who suffered 
their third loss in four games, 
were led by reserve Shannon 
Brown's 18 points and 15 from 
Argentina's Luis Scola. 

Slovenia's Goran Dragic 
contributed 13 points and nine 
assists for Phoenix while 
Poland's Marcin Gortat added 
12 points and 13 rebounds for 
the Suns. 

The Heat will next face 
Brooklyn today, while the 
Suns will meet Charlotte. 

Minnesota's J.J. Barea and 
Cleveland's Donald Sloan 
were named on Monday as the 
first NBA players to draw 
warnings from the league 
under a new anti-flopping rule 
introduced this season. 

Both incidents of flopping - 


- where a player 
exaggerates 
slight contact to 
convince an offi¬ 
cial he has been 
fouled — took 
place in games 
on Friday. 

Barea exag¬ 
gerated the im¬ 
pact of receiving 
a forearm to the 
face from Sacra¬ 
mento's Jimmer 
Fredette in the 
fourth quarter of 
Minnesota's vic¬ 
tory over the 
Kings, by throw¬ 
ing his arms in 
the air and stum¬ 
bling back¬ 
wards. 

Sloan tangled 
legs with 

Chicago's Nazr 
Mohammed be¬ 
fore spinning 
around and tumbling to the 
court with his arms raised. 

The anti-flopping rule was 
introduced in an attempt to 
curtail the number of times 
players attempt to prompt foul 
calls on opponents by amplify¬ 
ing the effects of contact. 

First-time offenders under 
the new rule are given only a 
warning, but a second flop 
brings a $5,000 fine. A third 
violation leads to a $10,000 
fine followed by $15,000 for 
the fourth flop and $30,000 for 
a fifth. 

After that any further flops 
could lead to a player being 
suspended. 

While Russian guard 
Alexey Shved is making a 
strong impact three games into 
his NBA career, coming off 
the bench to help rally the 
Minnesota Timberwolves over 
host Brooklyn 107-96 for a 2- 
1 start to the season. 

The 23-year-old playmaker, 
who starred for Russia in a 
bronze medal showing at the 
London Olympics, played the 
entire fourth quarter Monday 
and scored 10 points, includ¬ 
ing two key 3-pointers and the 
go-ahead basket with 2:35 to 
play. 

"I know he can play like 
that," said Minnesota center 
Andrei Kirilenko, who also 
played alongside Shved at 
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CSKA Moscow and on the 
Olympic squad. 

Shved also pulled down two 
rebounds and passed off two 
assists as the T-Wolves recov¬ 
ered from a 71-49 third-quar¬ 
ter deficit. Minnesota coach 
Rick Adelman went with a 
small lineup with Shved as the 
major playmaker among them. 

Minnesota outscored 
Brooklyn 58-25 after falling 
behind by 22 points, including 
a key 15-2 run in the fourth 
quarter. The Nets managed 
only 10 points in the fourth 
quarter. The Timberwolves 
closed the game with an 11-0 
run. 

Los Angeles Lakers guard 
Steve Blake was fined $25,000 
by the NBA for directing inap¬ 
propriate language at a specta¬ 
tor, the league announced on 
Tuesday. 

The incident occurred just 
after Blake fouled out of the 
game with 29.2 seconds re¬ 
maining in the fourth quarter 
of the Lakers' 105-95 loss to 
the Los Angeles Clippers last 
Friday.

The Lakers are 1-3, having 
avoided losing their first four 
games of a season for the first 
time since 1957 with a 108-79 
victory over Detroit on Sun¬ 
day. 

While in Charlotte, NC - 
Charlotte Bobcats guard Ger¬ 
ald Henderson was expected to 
miss between two and four 


weeks of the NBA season after 
being diagnosed with a left 
foot sprain, the team said 
Tuesday. 

He sprained it in the Bob¬ 
cats' 126-99 loss at Dallas last 
Saturday. The Bobcats are 1-1 
in the young season after edg¬ 
ing Indiana 90-89 in their 
opener last Friday at home. 
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
